There is nothing, at the present time, owing to the de- 
pression in our manufacturing interests, that we can suggest, 
that would be beneficial to our schools—many improvements 
might be made, but our finances must be considered, so we 
forbear to specialize. You may be assured, however, that, to 
the best of their ability, with the appropriations granted them, 
the Board will act as a unit, with an honest purpose to elevate 
the standard of our schools which have already attained a de- 
servedly high rank among the schools of the State. 

An explanation is deemed advisable in regard to the 
overcrowded condition of Primary No. 2. Miss Tubbs re- 
signed her position as teacher of Primary No. 3, and as both 
schools were much depleted by the loss of pupils whose pa- 
rents had removed to other localities where work could be 
obtained, the Board came to the conclusion that it would be 
better to consolidate the schools under one teacher, rather 
than put a new and untried instructor in the place of one who 
had shown superior qualifications for primary work. 

This arrangement was satisfactory to all, and No. 2 start- 
ed out for the year’s work under its energetic teacher with 
very little friction from its increased numbers. But as time 
went on and the mills resumed work, many pupils returned, 
and with those boys and girls of the stationary population,

who, in the meantime, had attained to the age of five years, 
came into the school, it gradually increased to such numbers 
that at the present time it has become a necessity to divide 
the school, and of course employ a new teacher. ‘This will be 
done as soon as practicable. 

The Board of Education took it upon themselves to take 
the census of school children in April, 1896, and they report 
as follows : . 

They found the whole number of children in town be- 
tween the ages of five and fifteen years to be 379; boys, 172; 
girls, 207. | 

The number of scholars of the town not less than five 
years, who have attended school not less than two weeks  dur- 
ing the year, is, as learned from the school registers, 417.

Inadvertently the compensation of one member of the 
Committee ($15.00) was paid out of the yearly library ap- 
propriation instead of from the general fund for the payment 
of town officers as last year, and there was likewise a balance 
of $3.51 unexpended March 1st, 1896. ‘This statement will 
explain a seeming discrepancy between the town and _ library 
accounts. 

Although depression in business has lessened the number 
of inhabitants the past year, yet the librarian reports that the 
number of books drawn have in no-wise diminished. ‘The 
number of volumes circulated during the year was 11,785. 
The largest number on any one Siturday, February gth, 1897, 
230, On any one Wednesday, February 25th, 1897, 103. 
Whole number of volumes added during the year, including 
bound periodicals, 365. Among the important additions may 
be mentioned the Standard Dictionary of which the library 
was much in need, and a History of Deerfield which will be of 
great interest to our people so intimately blended are the 
Indian traditions and Colonial history of the Connecticut and 
Ashuelot valleys. 

The pupils of the High School make more and more use 
of the library each year and a card catalogue is now being 
prepared under the direction of Professor Patterson, which will 
enable scholars to find readily any volume which treats upon 
topics connected with the High School work. 

The librarian strongly urges the need of a class of 
juvenile books for children eight years of age and even young- 


er, and an effort will be made the coming year to supply  tnis 
want. 

It was stated in the report last year in a general way that 
the whole number of books in the library was between four 
and five thousand. It may be of interest to patrons to know 
the exact number catalogued up to the present time, which it 
will be remembered does not include a great mass of Congres- 
sional Records, War and State Reports, etc., which would in- 
‘crease the list materially if added to the catalogue. ‘The 
different sections foot up as follows: ‘Theology and Poetry, 
272; works of Fiction, 1,308; Juvenile, 644; General Mis- 
cellany, 529; Bound Periodicals, 504 ; Biography, 327; His- 
tory, 329; lravel, 183; Art, Science and Agriculture, 178; 
Books of Reference, 50; a total of 4,324 volumes. 

In conclusion it is fitting to say that the constantly in- 
creasing interest of our citizens, both old and young, in the 
public library and its beneficial effects in leading young people 
especially, to read good books by standard authors, instead of 
the cheap and sensational literature of .the day, renders this 
institution worthy of the continued and generous support of the 
town. ;
